It is also said the government wishes a 
more strict accounting of the disposition 
of grain moved under bond through the 
United States. A duty of 10cents a dbush- 
el imposed by the United States prevents 
Canedian grain from competing with 
American wheat for home consumptica, 
but does not prevent American speculs- 
tors from obtaining it for delivery on for- 
eign contracta. Some of the grain seized. 
it is sald, may have been sold through 
the United States.

CURE OF COLDS. 

HAT should a person do for a 
cold in its first stage? 

Take a purge. In most cases 

it is advisable to take a saline 
purge for immediate action and 
to follow it with a slower and more 
thorough purge such as C. C. pills or oil. 

Anoint the nostrils as far into the in- 
terlor'as cam be done without trouble. 
This should be done with any simple oil 
or ointment. Stop eating. 

\ Drink water in abundance. 

Go te bed. This latter piece of advice 
ls very necessary for three groups: Old 
people, since to them pneumonia is a 
very great menace; children, to prevent 
adenoids and earaches; middle-aged per- 
sons with a history of having had pneu- 
monia. . 

If there is amy reason for taking any 
medicine for the fever and aching, one, 
or at most two, doses of aspirin, salicy- 
late of soda, or phenacetin can be given. 

Rarely is ft good judgment to take even 


: that much medicine for relief of the dis- 
eomfort of a cold. It gaing nothing ex- 


cept to give relief. It does not avert 
any danger. And the discomfort is minor. 
In most cases it is better to take appro- 
priate baths and goto bed without medi- 
cine. Does quinine do any good? No. 
It does not abort a cold. Small doses 
have no effect. Large doses affect the 
ears, and the ear is the organ to be guard- 
ed when a cold is at work. 

Ie Dover's powder to be given? No. 
It contains opium and the bad effect of the 
opium is more that an offset for what- 
ever good might come from the ! ‘ 

Is a Turkish bath to be taken? No. 
Tt is far too strenuous. It unnecessarily 
endangers the heart. It causes pneu- 
monia to develop in too many places. 
Turkish bathe have their place as a 
therapeutic agent. Curing colds is not 
one of their functions. Simple and less 
dangerous bathes are better.

Is the nose to be washed out? In the 
earlier stages of a cold, no. 

Are hot whisky and hot foot bath to be 
given? No. The hot foot bath without 
the whisky will do good. The addition 
of a hot toddy to the treatment ac- 
complishes no purpose that cannot be 
accomplished by a hot foot bath while 
wrapped in a blanket accompanied by 
a cup of hot coffee. The use of whisky 
increases the danger of pneumonia. 

Are rhinitis tablets to be used? No. 
Rhinitis tablets are of some service in 
treating colds, As marketed rhinitis 
tablets vary in composition. It might 
be advisable to wee a rhinitis tablet con- 
taining atropin aione in small doses if such 
a tablet could be found. 

Shall aconite be taken? Not except 
under the advice and control of a phy- 
sician. 

What baths are*helpful? The hot foot 
bath. The feet and lower legs are heid 
in watéP-at 112. Some mustard may be

He neglected, 
however, to pay down more than halt 
of the purchase money, and after the 
revolution, when his brother, James IL, 
was driven out of the country, the ven- 
ders resumed possession thereof, and of 
the mastership of Magdalene college as- 
sociated therewith. It eventually pessed 
through Marriage to the Nevilles, now 
represented by Lord Braybrooke. He is 
the head of thet branch of the Neville

in 1402.

The master of Magdalene college enjoys 
a far greater power than the heads of 
any other colleges, either at Cambridge 
or at Oxford. For not only is he inde 
pendent of the election of the fellows, but 
much of the authority which in other 
colleges is ‘vested in their hands is in 
the case of Magdalene concentrated by 
the terms of its foundation statutes in 
the person of ite master. 

It wes the third Lord Braybrooke, by 
the by, who discovered in the Hbrary of 
Magdalene college the manuscript of the 
celebrated “Diary” of Samuel Pepya, 
who was educated there. The diary 
was written in a sort of shorthand 
cipher, and the work of transcribing it 
cost Lord Braybrooke three years of 
labor, fourteen hours a day.

RAILBOADS AND MAIL PAY. 

Chicagé, Nov. 27.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.)—In the article from your Washing- 
ton correspondent relative to the increase 
im mad) transportation pay effective July 
1 there are some statements that may be 
misunderatcod. Emphasis was laid on 
the fact that certain railroads accept 
somewhat less than the maximum rates 
authorized by law for hauling mail be- 
tween common points, such as between 
Chicago and St. Pau!, New York and Chi- 
cago, etc. Im so doing they are merely 
applying to the mail the principle in uni- 
versal uge in passenger and freight rates, 
i. e. the same rate for the same class of 
service between the same pointa. 

Mail pay is based on the exact mileage 
the mail i¢ handled, and the only way 
a read other than the shortest between 
common points can retain the business is 
to accept what your correspondent cails 
a “reduced rate” but which le nct such 
in reality and is no Indication whatever 
that the roed considers the present mai) 


public now believe that the roads have 
not been receiving fair mail pay rates and 
that the matter will be remedied at the 
coming session of congress, hence the de- 
sire of each road to retain such business 
az it has been carrying. 

However, there has been no such com- 
petition for the mails during the last four 
years ag one would be led to think from 
reading your article. Only one train of 
any importance has been changed with 
the view of getting additional mail, and 
that change was at least ae valuable for 
passengers as mail. The road that lost 
mai? by this change could easily have re- 
tained it by a slight change im its own 
train. The fact that ft Gid not doaoisthe 
best evidence that it does not consider 
mail worth going after. 

Your correspondent calls attention to 
the fact that the increase tn mail trans- 
portation pay since 1907 has been about 
$4,400,000, which te an tmoreacse of 2 per 
cent. He does not, howédver, state that 
the revenue of the postoffice department 
increaged from 1907 to 1014 (figures for 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1915, not yet 
publidhed) over 56 per cent, indicating 
very clearly that the railroads are not re- 
ceiving increased pay for maiji tro spor- 
tation in anywhere near the same pro- 
portion as the maiis are increasing.

“My proposal in its most general as- 
pect.” wrote Mr. Hastings to Secretary 
McAdoo, “is that a national law shall be 
passed which shall permit incorporation 
for the acquisition of merchant veéeels, 
and the government shall guarantee a 4 
per cent return upon the capital invested | | 
while operation continues and the capital 
iteelf upon liquidation."
